ATHENS (By Airmail)-—The 
American influence in Greece 
is the most progressive force 
that ever has operated * here. 
On the other hand, the Com- 
munist radio perpetually de- 
nounces “American  imperial- 
ism”, and the Reds’ henchmen 
within Greece operate only to 
destroy. Their victims are not 
the rich, but the poor — peas- 
ants tilling seven or eight acres 
of rocky mountain soil; work- 
ers, Whose factories are burn- 
ed; village mothers, whose sons 
and ‘daughters are abducted. 

Communism reveals itself only 
as a naked struggle for power 
by the foulest means. Com- 
munists have placed a time 
bomb in a hospital and killed 
the wounded. They have kid- 
napped 15-year-old girls and 
thrown them into fighting lines 
after a month's training. They 
have abducted 30 students from 
an unguarded American agri- 
cultural school near Salonika.

Over against this strategy of 
terror the Greek government, 
aided and advised by American 
military and ECA missions, not 
only is repelling armed attacks, 
but also rebuilding Greece at 
the same time. When the re- 
cent war ended, Greece was al- 
most down the drain. The army 
of 300,000 who defeated the 
Italians was gone. 

The Communists, 
ary league with the Germans, 
has permitted them to leave 
the country unmolested — to 
fight our men — in return fro 
turning over weapons. The 
treasury was empty. Greece 
had not had a democratic gov- 
ernment since early 1936. The 
old political leaders were there, 
but after them came a big gap 
and then many able young men 
without political or adminis- 
trative experience. 

The Germans had destroyed 
95 per cent of the railroads and 
every port. Of 51 merchant 
marine vessels, two were left. 
National income was 41 per 
cent of pre-war. Industrial pro- 
duction was 35 per cent of pre- 


in tempor- 


war. ‘There was an untram- 
meled inflation. 
All this was atop Greece’s 


normal troubles. Never has 
she been able to feed herself. 
In addition, malaria—perennial 
curse of Greece—claimed new 
victims at the rate of one to 
two million cases per year. 
Forty per cent of the children 
were infected with tuberculosis. 
Agriculture was operating by 
standards 2000 years old. Quan- 
tities of food rotted for lack 
of roads to reach markets or 
canning, processing and refrig- 
eration plants. In the best of 
times Greece had the lowest per- 
capita income in Europe. 
In such a situation the Com- 
munists launched their war for 
total power by total demoral- 
ization. They have created 
more destruction and more cas- 
ualties than the Fascists. They 
have burned 1700 villages and 
destroyed or greatly damaged 
409,000 homes. They have 
created nearly 700,000 refugees. 
The one government and 
its American advisers had a 
dual job, either of which ap-

peared impossible.

to create a force to round up 
the guerrillas and recreate a 
country while it was being de- 
stroyed, and this within the 
framework of a representative 


democracy——not the easiest, but 
the hardest form of govern- 
ment. 

The American missions have 
faced the situation, not as 
ideologic, but as _ consultant, 
physicians. And what they 


have helped the Greeks to do 
have caused many eyes to pop 
out. 

The Communists preach rich- 
es for the masses while they 
destroy the miserable remains 
of what wealth there is. The 
Americans «— whether they are 
businessmen like John Nuveen, 
head of the ECA mission, or 
former labor leaders like Alan 
Strachan of the United Outo- 
mobile Workers of America-— 
know you can’t distribute non- 
extent wealth. 

Roads were essential. In 
came Amcrican contractors and 
1400 kilometers of road rolled 
out like ribbon from a_ tooth- 
paste tube. The contractors, 
meanwhile, trained Greek crews 
to handle and maintain machin- 
ery they never saw before, and 
then pulled out, leaving only a 
skeleton American crew to con- 
tinue to help the Greeks to 
build their own roads. Greek 
Communists, of course, tried to 
destroy the new roads and one 
stretch near Salonika got the 
name of the “shooting gallery’. 
More than 500 Greek workmen 
were murdered on it by guer- 
rillas. 


Agricultural missions explor- 
ed the food supply. Bread will 
always be short, but Greek wat- 
ers are full of fish. A research 
shir: has been making hydrobio- 
logical surveys to guide fish- 
ermen to richer waters, and re- 
frigerator ships give them long- 
er range. Fisheries are oper- 
ating above those of pre-war. 

Greece must increase her in- 
dustry to live. Geological sur- 
veys have discovered untapped 
resources — lignite, source of 
cheap fuel, and fertilizer and 
caustic soad; bauxite, iron, 
nickel, chrome, manganese, mag- 
nesium, emery, salt. Western 
science says to a discouraged 
people, “Cheer up! thar’s gold 
in them bare hills.” 

DDT sprays have practical- 
ly wiped out malaria. Of the 
52,000 cases last year (in con- 
trast to the previous more than 
1,000,000 annually), most were 
recurrences. Tens of thousands 
of children have been inoculat- 
ed against tuberculosis. New 
hospitals have been and are be- 
ing built, and nurses trained. 
Geologists have exytored hy- 
dro-electric possibilities and 
drafted plans, and underground 
wells are being drilled. 

Other experts are helping the 
Greeks to make a modern dem- 
ocratic government, labor move- 
ment and civil service.

In order to give both rentor and 
landlords an accurate, concise 
{summary of just what ‘net oper- 
ating income” is under the new 
regulations, the Dail y News- 
Herald today presents the second 
in a series of questions and an- 
swers by Area Rent Director 
George J. MacDonald. 

Q.—After receiving one adjust- 
ment for fair net operating in- 


A.—Generally landlcrds will be 
limited to a single adjustment of 
their net operating income per 
year. <A landlord may apply for 
an adjustment on other grounds 
provided in the rent regulations, 
if circumstances warrant. 

Q.—What operating expenses 
are shown in the landlord's peti- 
tion for fair net operating in- 
come? 

A.—The landlord will list the 
operating expenses incurred over 
a period of twelve months. These 
items may include fuel, utilities, 
|insurance, real estate taxes, pay- 
roll (exluding salary for the own- 
er or corporate officers), inter- 
ior painting and decorating (av- 
eraged cver a 3-year period), 
minor repairs and management 
fees. 

Q.—What about major repairs 
and replacements ? 

A. The expense of major repairs 
and replacements such as a new 
roof, exterior painting, a new re- 
frigerator, etc., will be spread 
over a period of years represent- 
ing the normal life of the item. 
For example, a roof should last 
15 years, and 1-15 of the cost 
may be charged to the test vear
